Boston, Sept, 8—There are no indica- 
tions of change in the butter situation, 
Buyers continue to operate for current 
wants on the basis of previous prices, 
and a steady tone is maintained. If any- 
thing, the tendency is to a firmer feel- 
ing, in anticipation of a better home con- 
eumptive demand, owing to the close 
of the vacation season,*and this may 
become more pronounced toward the 
close of the week. 

Tuesday, the finest northern creamery 
in assorted size tubs was quoted at 19 to 
19% cents, but very few sales in trade 
lots were made at over 19 cents, and most 


mweceivers considered that a top rate. | 


Some thought there was enough differ- 


ence in the quality of the offerings to | 


make a quotation of 18% to 19% cents, 
‘but all admitted that it was hard to sell 
at over 19 cents. Best quality in tubs 
was quoted at 20 to 20% cents, but few 
gales at over 20 cents.

COLLAPSE OF A BRIDGE, 


Terrible Accident on the St. Lawrence 
River—Thirty Men Killed. 


Cornwall, Ont., Sept. 7.--A most ap- 
palling disaster occurred near here yes- 
terday, and its results will probably 
make a death list of 40 to 50. The great 
railroad bridge,now being erected across 
the St. Lawrence for the New York and 
Ottawa railroad, gave away about noon, 
sending upwards of 60 workmen with 
the debris into the mighty, rushing river 
60 feet below. That a single man sur- 
vives is aimost marvellous, Thirty- 
three of the victims were brought to the 
hospital here, and 18 died. It is believed 
that over 20 remain in the river, and it 
is expected that the roll will not be com- 
pleted for many days. 

A witness of the terrible affair was 
sitting on the bank of the river watching 
the busy workmen above him, when 
suddenly, without warning, there came 
a fearful crash, and two spans of the 
bridge collapsed; the immense mass of 
timbers and iron dropped down and the 
agonizing shrieks of the men who were 
being crushed in the wreck were 
drowned by the rushing waters. Then 
he saw floating bodies coming to the 
surface. 

The latest information concerning the 
tragedy makes it probable that the death 
list will reach fully 30. As far as can be 
learned, 87 men were on the payroll, of 
whom 82 reported for work yesterday 
morning, Of this list only 38 have actual- 
ly been accounted for. Allowing that 
some of those unaccounted for will turn 
up after the excitement, the probable 
list of dead and injured will in all likeli- 
hood reach over 25, and it may reach 30. 
jAmong those thrown into the river was 
the foreman, Thomas F. Brady or Bricer- 
ly, whose home is in Pottsville, Pa, He 
has not been accounted for up to a late 
hour, and is supposed to be in the bot- 
tom of the river. 

All efforts to get a list of the names 
of the workmen and those missing 
proved futile. Everything was in a state 
of great excitement all the afternoon, 
and the effort of all was to care for the 
injured-ones-and.get-them.to Cornwall 
hospital as fast as possible. 

To Be Sailed In October. 

New York, Sept. 7.—The-terms to gov- 
ern the contest for the America’s cup 
néxt year provide that the first race 
shall be sailed Oct. 3, unless the Sham- 
rock should be detainéd by stress of 
weather or other cause, in which case 
three weeks shall be given her for fitting 
out after her arrival;.but the first race 
shall not be started later than Oct. 10, 
and the races shall be sailed on Tues- 
days and Saturdays until completed. 

The members of the Ulster club will 
deave for various parts of this country 
and Canada within a few days, but will 
return here before sailing for ireland. 
The date for the sailing of the races is 
later than that usually placed for the in- 
ternational races. Only once, in the 
races between the Vigilant and Valkyrie 
II, was it held so late as October. 

The committee of the New York Yacht 
club, in announcing the conclusion of 
the negotiations, draws public attention 
to the act of congress passed in 1896, un- 
der which the United States government 
has power to formulate and enforce 
regulations for the purpose of ensuring 
a clear course and the safety both of.the 
spectators and the contestants, 

Warrensburg, Mo., Sept. 7.—W. H. 
Hartman, senior member of the firm of 
Hartman & Markward, proprietors of 
the Magnoiia mills, one of the wealth- 
jest citizens of Johnson county, has been 
shot and instantly killed by Adolph Lu- 
brick, at' the home of the latter in this 
city. Lubrick forced his. way into a 
room occupied by Hartman and Mes. 
Lubrick and opened fire on the pair. 
Three shots took effect in Hartman’s 
body. Mrs. Lubrick was uninjured. Lu- 
brick was arrested. 


COMPLAINT. OF DROUGHT. 


Oaeine the Only State Where It Affects 
Agricultural Pursuits, 

Boston, Sept. 8.—The weather the past 
Week was very warm and sultry, with, 
however, more sunshine and less mois- 
ture than during the preceding week. 
The general conditions have favored ag- 
ricultural pursuits, and farm industries 
have progressed accordingly. Advan- 
tage was taken of these conditions to 
finish the harvesting of over-ripe grain, 
e@ecuring the second crop of hay, cutting 
tobacco and to further general work, 
which lagged during the wet weather. 

The precipitation was by far the light- 
est for several weeks, yet the only com- 
plaint of droug®&t is from Maine, where 
wells and springs are failing, streams 
running low, and pastures and meadows 
drying. 

Good weather has favored the harvest- 
ing of grain, which has advanced rapid- 
ly, with the end in view. ‘The securing 
of buckwheat is at its height. The 
ercp is reported as good, and in many 
sections large. Reports are unanimous 
in favor of a large corn crop. Sweet 
corn is being canned in large quantifies, 
and the field variety is being picked and 
th stalks cut, especially in southern 
sections. Fall ploughing and seeding are 
in progress. At Hawleyville, Conn., 
re-seeding will be required, due to dry 
weather in June, The present con- 
ditions rresage successful operations in 
fall tarming. 

Much grass, mostly second crop, has 
been secured during the week, S&owen 
1s unusually large, tn many sections 
almost equal to the first crop. Hunga- 
rian grass * also good and secured in 
good condition. 

Apples continue to improve in color 
and quality. In scattered sections the 
yield will be large, though the crop will 
average very light. Pears, plums, 
peaches and grapes are uneven in quality 
and quantity; The-weather has im- 
proved cranberries, though less than an 
average cfop is indicated. Dr. Fischer 


of Fitchburg reports fruit ripening seven |- 


days later than the average for 42 years 
and two days later than in 1897. 

While there is more or less complaint 
of rot and rust in potatoes, the crop will 
be fully up to the average. Digging. 
is in progress in many sections. ° Garden 
vegetables continue abundant, but to- 
matoes fail to ripen properly in many 
flelds. In the southern states celery 
is nearly ready for the market. .Beans, 
onions and vines are generally satisfac- 
tory. 


Biliousness 


GENERAL MILES ARRIVES. 


Confirms the Genuineness of Printed Inter- 
view~—Acted as Commander in-Chief. 


New York,, Sept..8.—General Miles, on 
his arrival on the Obdam, gave out a 
long statement written by himself, in 
which he says that the war was con- 
ducted largeiy.as the commander stated 
at the beginning that it would be, and 
that the plan issued by him sought 
to accomplish results. with’ the least 
possible loss of life. He quotes an in- 
terview with himself given in the latter 
part of May in which he opposed an ad- 
vance upon the city of Havana, and he 
then gives an extract from an army 
order issued by him early in the war 


to the effect that every officer, so far | 


as was in his power, should guard and 
preserve the health and welfare of those 
under his charge, : 

The general says that when called 
vpon’ to submit a plan of campaign he 
did so, and put it in writing, He took 
the stand that the Cubans should be 


equipped and enabled to harrassg the, 


Spanish forces, He then contemplated 
@ movement against Havarta, but the 
appearance of Cervera’s fleet changed 
the conditions and made it necessary 
to move a military force to that pointeat 
once. The general says that while at 
Tampa he. organized the expédition and 
requested permission to accompany 
it, but this permission was not granted. 
Authority was granted to equip a sec- 
ond expedition. “for movement and 
operation against the enemy in Cuba 
and Porto Rico,” Before this expedi- 
tion was equipped, calls were made for 
additional forces to go to Santiago, and 
they were immediately forwarded, 

On July 3, General Shafter telegraphed 
that his losses had been underestimated; 
that he had met with stronger resistance 
than anticipated; that he was consider- 
ing the advisability of falling back, and 
that he had been unable to be up dur- 
ing the heat for four days. General 
Miles telegraphed Shafter that he would 
be with him in a week with reinforce- 
ments, taking the troops ordered hy 


enemy in Cuba as well as in Porto Rico, 
Under verbal instructions of the presi- 


-dent, General Miles says he was di- 


rected to go wherever his presence wag 
required, and to give such directions as 
in his opinign were best for the army 
and the government. The statement 
given out by General Miles says that any 
pretense that he went to Santiago dis- 
robed of his authority or official capacity 
is too childish to be considered by sen- 
sible men. From the moment he ar- 
rived at Santiago.he was responsible for 
what might occur. 

General Miles calls attention to a dis- 
patch sent him by the secretary of war 
telling him the terms upon which he 
was authorized to accept the Spanish 
general's surrender, and says: “This 
does not look as if General Miles was 
there as a visitor.” He then reviews 
the events in connection with the sur- 
render of Santiago and following it, 
saying: 

“The place of landing of the Porto 
Rican expedition had been so thoroughly 
advertised in communications sent over 
the French cable and in the newspapers 
of our own country, and telegraphed tc 
Madrid and from there to San Juan, 
that not having received the necessary 
appliances with which to disembark, he 
decided after leaving the Windward 
passage to change his course and land 
on the south side of Porto Rico.. where 
the Spaniards were the least prepared 
and the least expecting to receive him, 
and where he knew that the disembarka- 
tion of the troops and supplies could be 
most. easily effected. From the time of 
that disembarkation, during the follow- 
ing 19 days of the campaign, he kept the 
Spaniards guessing what the next move 
would be. When they withdrew along 
the line of the great military road be- 
tween Ponce and San Juan, they de- 
€troyed the bridge, obstructed the roads 
‘and fortified strong positions in the 
mountain passage, and then were sur- 
prised that one column of his army 
was sweeping around the west end of 
the island, capturing the principal cities 
and towns, while another had passed 
over the mountains on the trail which 
the Spaniards had supposed impassable, 
and therefore had not fortified or guard- 
ed; and the first they knew of the march 
of the American army was the appear- 
ance of a strong brigade within 20 miles 
ofthe northern coast at the terminus of 
the railroad connecting San Juan with 
Arecibo. 

“The island of Porto Rico was fairly 
won by the right of conquest, and be- 
comes a part of the United States. The 
sentiment of the people was in no sense 
outraged ‘by the invaders, but on the 
contrary was successfully propitiated. A 
people who have endured the severity of 
Spanish rule for four centuries hail with 
joy the protection of the great republic. 
One of the richest sections of the coun- 
try over which our flag now floats has 
been added and will be of lasting value 
to our nation, politically, commercially 
and from a military or strategic point of 
view. Possession of that island has also 
rendered any further resistance of the 
Spanish forces in Cuba hopeless, and 
General, Miles firmly believes that by 
fair and just treatment the people of 
Cuba can be easily controlled, either as 
a friendly ally and neighbor, or to be- 
come @ part of our own country as the 
people of Porto ‘Rico. 

“General Miles remained in Porto 
Rico as long as he deemed his presence 
necessary for carrying out the instrue- 
tions of the president, and now returns 
to the United States, bringing with him 
nearly 5000 troops who are no longer re- 
quired there, leaving some 12,000 still re- 
maining, amply sufficient for all pur- 
poses, He returns at once to Washing-

“It is true,” said the general to an in- 
terviewer, “that I requested of the war 
department that the troops be allowed 
to march through New York city. I 
never intended to parade myself, :as I 
shall go to Washington in a few days, 


and would not be here at.the time of 
the contemplated parade. I asked that 
the Wisconsin men aboard the Obdam 
be permitted to stay in this vicinity for 
a day or two, to give thém a chance to 
fee the city. It would do no harm to let 
these western boys get a glimpse of New 
York. Surely they merit it. Many of 
them, I think, have never seen tte city 
and perhaps will never have another op- 
portunity to see it. 

“To my first request, namely that my 
troops be permitted to camp hereabouts, 
in the neighborhood of Brooklyn heights, 
and that they be allowed to parade, I 
have received no reply. To my second 
request, I received a reply at quarantine 
ordering the Wisconsin boys home forth- 
With.” 


MUST PAY DUTY. 


Spanish Won't Allow Supplies For the 
Cubans Landed Free. 


Havana, Sept. 7.—Monday Captain 
Niles of the Comal and Major Niskern, 
who is in charge of the supplies with 
which the Comal is laden, received a 
message from President McKinley di- 
recting them to repeat their request on 
behalf of the United States government 
to land and distribute the Comal’s cargo 
without having to pay duty. A fa- 
vorable reply wasexpected. Last even- 
ing the council of secretaries decided 
that it wou!d be impossible to allow the 
Comal to land her cargo without paying 
custom house duties, but that, if the 
colonial government is to distribute the 
supplies, then it will pay the duty, ac- 
cording to a previous dec.rion. 


| MISS JESSIE SCHLEY, 

There is no doubt that the colonia) 
government is doing everything to re- 
lieve distress; but the funds and fa- 
cilities are insufficient to meet the suf- 
fering in the interior towns. Jessie 
Schley, Admiral Schley’s cousin, whe 
went to Madrid on a peace mission last 
July as n delegate of the Woman's In- 
ternational Peace association, has ar- 
rived here from Spain. She comes in 
connection with the relief work, and will 
have an interview with General Blanco, 


Saluted the Spanish Flag. 

San Juan, Sept. 7.—The Seneca, car- 
rying Rear Admiral W. 8. Schley and 
Brigadier General W. W. Gordon of the 
Porto Rico military commission, ar- 
rived off the harbor Monday night, but 
did not enter until Tuesday morning, 
The New Orleans, which is lying in the 
harbor, fired an admiral’s salute of 13 
guns. The Spanish gunboat Isabel Se- 
gunda responded ‘with 13 guns, where- 
upon the New Orleans set the Spanish 
flag atethe peak and saluted it with 13 
guns. 

A boat immediately put off from the 
New Orleans to the Seneca and took Ad- 
miral Schley aboard. As he went over 
the steamer’s side, her passengers, 
among whoin he had become exceeding- 
ly popular, gave three cheers anda tiger. 
One man in his enthusiasm yelled: 
“Hurrah for the next president.” Ad- 
miral Schley was given an enthusiastic 
reception on board the New Orleans. 

Killed In Battle, 

Washington, Sept. 7.—The official rec- 
ords-of the war department as far as 
completed show that 33 officers and 231 
enlisted men of the army, 264 in all, were 
killed in battle during the war with 
Spain. These casualties include all the 
lives lost by the Army in the’ battles in 
the Philippines as well as those in Cuba 
and Porto Rico. The percentage of ofti- 
cers kill®d is strikingly large, and is said 
to be unprecedented in the battles of the 
world. The contrast is especially strik- 
ing in the casexof the, battle. of Obdur- 
man, Where, although the loss of life 
was heavy, the list of killed included 
only one officer of the British army. 

Kmopecror’s Labor Policy. 

Berlin, Sept. 7.—Emperor William, it 
is announced in a dispatch from Ocyn- 
hauesn, speaking at a banquet there 
yesterday evening, and referring to the 
prosperous agricultural and industrial 
developments of Westvalia, touched 
significantly upon the labor bill to be 
submitted ‘to the Reichstag during the 
‘present year. He said it would provide 
for the imprisonment at hard labor of 
any one seeking to prevent workmen 
who were willing §© work from pursuing 
their vocation, and would also provide 
for the punishment of those who even in- 
cited them to strike. His majesty also 
expressed, the hope that the reports of 
the people’ would support his efforts ta 
protect national labor. 


Cyclone in Vermont. 

Bennington, Sept. 8.—A miniature cy- 
clone passed over this town yesterday, 
wrecking the power station of the Ben- 
nington and Hoosick Valley electric 
raflroad at Hoosick Falls and causing a 
damage estimated at $3500. Thomas 
Moore was injured by the falling of a 
chimney at the malleable iron works, 
and died an hour later,

My Dear Kate: 


My friend Louis Role has got back 


from his ‘vacation, and promptly writes 
me of some things the outing suggested. 
The recipes he sends are timely, and so 
I send you his letter in full, There isa 
great deal in a name, even when ap- 
plied to warmed-over meats, 

Yours culinarily, 

COMFORT JONES, 
Doctor of Cookery. 

My-Dear-Doetor:.... 4 = 

I am just back from my vacation and 
an incident at the seashore leads me to 
write you something of salmis and rag- 
outs. Entering a high class restaurant 
the other day I overheard’ two ladies -dis- 
cussing the bill of fare. The older one 
was just about beginning a lunch, hav- 
ing before her a salmi of duck, while 
her companion had chosen a ragout of 
beef. Both of them were enthusiastic 
over the dishes before them and mourned 
the fact that they could not have such 
delicacies on the home table, 

Now I suppose some of your friends 
are in a similar frame of mind, and if 
so, let us open their eyes. If I had gone 
to those two ladies and said to them 
your salmis and ragouts are simply 
warmed over meats that were left from 
yesterday’s meal they would have con- 
sidered themselves insulted, yet such 
was the case. 

Any woman can have a salmi of duck 
if she has some cold roast duck in the 
house and will take the trouble to pre- 
pare| the dish.. At the same time I wish 
to commend it to all your friends, and 
suggest that it be cooked as follows: 

Cut the meat from the duck and divide 
it into small pieces. Break up the bones 
and remnants, cover with cold water, 
add a couple of cloves and two or three 
whole peppercorns and let the mixture 
simmer slowly over a moderate fire, add- 
ing at times a litttle soup stock. When 
the liquid has boiled down to a cupful 
for a pint of meat, set the dish back on 
the range. Then fry a good sized onion 
in butter till brown, and add sufficient 
cornstarch or flour to thicken. Strain 
the liquor in which the bones were 
boiled and add it gradually to the 
browned butter, also putting in salt and 
pepper to taste. a little lemon juice, a 
couple of tablespoonfuls of table sauce 
anda the pieces of meat. Cook slowly a 
few minutes longer, add a half dozen 
fresh mushrooms or twice the number 
of canned ones, chopped fine, and when 
the latter are cooked you have a salmi 
of duck. 

This dish is often served with French 
peas, or nay be placed on a shallow dish 
surrounded with brown mashed potato, 

If you desire salmi of venison or any 
other game treat the meat the same way 
as you did the duck and the result will 
be equally as pleasing. 

Now what was true of the one dish the 
ladies praised is true of the other. Rag- 
out of beef is a nice palatable dish, and 
one of the best ways of getting rid of cold 
meat of that kind. It is simply prepared, 
and you should try it at the first oppor- 
tunity. This is my way of preparing it, 
adopted largely because it is so easily 
understood by any one who is a fair 
cook: 

Cut a pint of cold cooked beef into 
half inch pieces, being careful to re- 
move all bone or gristle, and if very fat 
a portion of the fat. Put the meat intoa 
stewpan, cover with boiling water and 
Jet it simmer slowly until it is very ten- 
der, then add half-a can of mushrooms 
cut/fine, a little lemon juice and salt and 
pepper to taste. Stir in cornstarch or 


flour, previously wet with cold water, | 


and stirred to a paste, to give the liquor 
the required thickness, add caramel to 
colorarich brown, and let the whole cook 
for 10 minutes. Serve with plain or 
mashed potato, and in the season be 
sure to have some green stuff as, for 
instance, lettuce or tomato salad as a 
side dish. The acid of th salad is just 
what is needed to make the ragout tasty, 

Here is another dish that is seasona- 
ble just now, which I call'fricasseed oys- 
ters. Try this for lunch some day. 

Cook one pint of oysters in butter 


until plump. Drain; keep the oysters, 


warm and add enough cream to the 
oyster liquor to make a eupful. Cook 
a tablespoonful of « 1s arch in a like 
amount of hot but.er. and slowly add 
the cream and oysicr liquor. Season 
with a little lemon juice, and salt and 
pepper to taste. Add one well beaten 


egg to the sauce. Stir well, and, cooking | 


slowly, add the oysters. Serve on toast- 

ed bread and you will be pleased with the 

result.

COFFEE JELLY. 

One pint of boiling coffee, two spoon- 
fuls of cornstarch, sugar to taste. Let 
on ice to harden. Serve with whipped 
cream. 


GOOD COOKERY,

FRUIT, TAPIOCA. 

Soak six tablespoorfuls of pearl tapi- 
(ca over night with enough owld water 
to cover it. In the morning add one and 
one-half pints of boiling water to the 
tapioca and allow it to simmer very 
slowly until the tapioca is quite clear 
and not at all tough. Take one pound 
of tart fruit and add to the tapioca with 
Sugar to sweeten, and cook a few min- 
utes, till the fruit is done. Serve cold 
with sugar and cream. It is delicious 
fnade-with-oranges.or.cherries, _ 


APPLE CUSTARD PIBE,. 

Peel sour apples and stew them until 
soft and not much water left in them; 
then rub them through a colander, Beat 
three eggs for each pie to be made, add- 
ing sugar and butter in the proportion 
of one-third cupful of each for every 
pie. Season with nutmeg and bake in 
one crust only. The appearance is 
greatly improved by frosting the top. 


SPONGE CAKE WITH SOUR MILK, 

Three cupfuls of flour, two cupfuls of 
sugar, six eggs, one-half cupful of sour 
milk and one teaspoonful of saleratus. 
Dissolve the saleratus in the milk; beat 
the eggs separately, sift the flour and 
sugar; first add the sugar to the milk 
and eggs, then the flour and stir all to- 
gether, flavoring with one. teaspoonful 
of extract of .cmon. Bake in a quick 
oven about thirty minutes. 


GINGER SHERBET. 
Cut fine one-fourth pound of Canton 
ginger, add one quart of water, and one 
cupful of sugar, and boil fifteen minutes, 
Cool, add one-half cupful of orange juice 
and one-third cupful of lemon juice, 
strain and freeze. This is frozen ina 
freezer using three parts of ice to one 
of salt. 
POTATO PUDDING. 
Rub through ‘a sieve six large cold, 
boiled potatoes; beat well four eggs and 
stir into one pint of milk, then stir in 
the potatoes with sugar and seasoning to 
taste, Bake in a buttered pudding dish 
one-half hour. To be eaten with butter. 


CREAM CAKE. 

One cupful of sugar, one egg, broken 
into a cup and the cup filled with cream, 
two cupfuls of flour, well sifted with 
two teaspoonfuls of baking powder; add 
a pinch of salt, flavor to taste, stir quick- 
ly and bake. For loaf or layer cake. 


CRACKER GRIDDLE CAKES. 

One quart of sweet milk, one egg, well 
beaten, one cupful of flour and roll 
enough soda crackers to finish thick- 
ening. If the crackers are fresh the 
cakes will be very light. Add a little 
salt and bake on a hot griddle. 


FRENCH HONEY. 

One pound of sugar, six eggs, leaving 
the whites of two, the juice of three or 
four lemons, and the grated rind of two, 
ane one-fourth pound of butter. Stir 
over a slow fire until it is about the 
consistency of honey. 1 


HOMINY CROQUETTES. 

Soften a cupful of cold boiled hominy 
with a cupful of sweet milk and a well 
beaten egg. Mix thoroughly and adda 
teaspoonful of white sugar and season 
to taste with salt, pepper and butter, 
Shape into croquettes, dip in beaten eggs 
and cracker crumbs and fry in hot fat. 


FORMULA FOR BAKING POWDER. 
One-half pound of saleratus, one pound 
of pure cream of tartar, one ounce of 
cornstarch. Sift several times and use 
one tablespoonful to a pound of flour.

Sewers this Fall: 


s 


While the above will hardly bea 
truism until pretty late in the fall, yet 
it now seems reasonably certain that 
before snow flies many Andover homes 
will be connected with the» system 
now under way. 

The commissioners are already dis- 
cussing the best plan-to be followed in 
introducing the connecting pipes, and 
they have recently issued rules to be 
observed in making connections. 

It may be stated that the general 
plan to be followed in. conducting the 
sewer department will be similar to 
that which hds been carried out in the 
conduct of the water works; and this 
is now so familiar to citizens as to need 
no lenghty description. 

But it cannot be out of place to sug- 
gest.in the light of this new department 
just starting, the wisdom of uniting the 
sewer and water departments under 
onehead, Concentration of authority 
isthe progressive idea in every line. 
States and cities are ceasing to divide 
responsibility among many commis- 
sions and every where the movement 
is for the union of kindred interests. 

The Andover sewer and water. de- 
partments could be most excellently 
cared for by one superintendent under 
one commission of public works, and 
in the interests of economy and good 
management we most heartily urge 
such action. 

Legislative consent would be neces- 
sary if the town should so desire but it 
would doubtless be an easy matter to 
secure that. 

Fortunately such a change would 
probably mean a continuation of the 
present excellent personel of both 
boards, which combined in one board 
of five members with the sixth one as 
the executive oflicer of all, would af- 
ford an ideal working department to 
care for Andover’s sewers and water 
systems.

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SEWER IS NOW HALF DONE 


Contractors Expected to Complete 10,000 
Feet by August 31—That Figure was 
Nearly Reached. 


The new sewer in Andover is now half 
done and the contractors have completed 
very nearly as much as was estimated 
when their work was begun. 

By the last of August it was. hoped 


that 10,000 feet would be built. The act- 
ual figures are 9557. The contractors 
have had to work against aeverse condi- 
tions entirely vnforeseen and have done 
remarkably well, it is believed, under the 
circumstances. ° There has been an un- 
usual. amount of rain, unusually heavy 
storms and exceptionally long spells: of 
excessive hot weather. Despite such 
handicaps. the work. has progressed favor- 
ably and the system will in all probability 
be completed in December as originally 
planned. 

_ All the pipe on the south side of the 
siphon has been laid and a start on the 
other. side willbe made next week.

A trench on East Chestnut Street will 
be made to-day or to-morrow. The sew- 
er. will be continued through Whittier 
Street to Summer Street.

Santiago was in marked contrast with 
that ot the Spanish prisoners. He said 
that at one time he was guarding some 
2090 prisoners, and the food they received 
was infinitely superior to that supplied 
to Uncle Sam’s soldiers. He said they 
werté two weeks in Cuba before they were 
given a field outfit. The first night before 
Santiago they were compelled to sleep in 
the open with no covering in a.drenching 
rain. He did not speak complainingly, 
hawever,. but simply answered the ques- 
tions put him by the reporter. 

Private Brochu was detained at Mont- 
auk Point five days by sickness, and 
spoke well of the treatment accorded. 
him there, He brought with him many 
souvenirs, among which was a Spanish 
decoration in the form of a cross which 
he picked up. He told a very interesting 
story of the fighting before Santiago, and 
how the Spanish sharpshooters among 
the trees-Killed the wounded. He him- 
Self escaped unirjured, and expects that 
after a few weeks’ rest he will gain the 
25 pounds of flesh he has lost during the 


campaign.

Two weeks ago a disasterous cyclone 
swept away Miss Sarah Sawyer’s barn 
and the past week a great deal of damage 
has been done by the numerous electrical 
storms, ; 

Last Friday night a heavy thunder 
storm swept over the townand caused 
damage amounting to over $200 to the 
‘electric light wires in town, Wednesday
